Our town never had so good school houses as at the pres- 
ent time. hey are built and furnished with great care and 
expense, and indicate the interest and pride which the people 
feel in education. The people in the North district last year

ornamented the school grounds with trees, and this year have 
dug a well, while next year they intend to improve the fences. 

Last year the people in the South district built two school 
houses, and will doubtless improve their grounds with trees 
and fences so as to reuder them pleasant and attractive to 
the children. These improvements not only manifest the 
good taste and progressive spirit of the people, but have an 
excellent influence in improving the schools. 

This year new reading books have been introduced into 
our schools, which have done much to interest and improve 
the young, who, by becoming familiar with the best selec- 
tions of English literature form a taste for reading which 
may, in after years, refine and elevate their characters 

When agents for books are offering such a great variety to 
our schools, we need great care and vigilance in selecting 
only the very best that can be found. 

In two of our schools drawing has been introduced, while 
in all singing has been a daily exercise. ‘These studies cul- 
tivate the mind, have a beneficial effect on other branches of 
learning and give new interest to the school. 

Our Prudential Committee have been very fortunate in se- 
lecting teachers whose qualifications to instruct and govern 
our schools should have the confidence and gratitude of the 
true friends of educatiof. The common sense which sees 
that an ounce of prevention is better than a pound of cure, 
can hardly ever find a better application than in selecting 
teachers. Teachers who are inefficient, careless and unprinci- 
pled, waste the time and mofiey which should be given to 
mental improvement, and often awaken hard and bitter feel- 


ings which cannot easily be overcome. Our teachers the- 


past year, without exception, seem to have had the will and 

the ability to keep good order in and out of school ; and also 

to interest and improve their pupils in the work of education.
